Owens Collaborates On 
Text With R. E. Taylor 


“Elements of Accounting" Written 
With Taylor Of Cincinnati 


Professor Richard Norman Owens, 
who has for three years been on the 
faculty of the accounting department 
of George Washington, haa recently 
collaborated with R. Emmett Taylor, 
professor of Accounting and Business 
Law at the University of Cincinnati in* 
writing an elementary accounting text 
book, ‘‘Elements of Accounting,” pub- 
lished by Leon C. Marshall. 

Contributing to the logical develop- 
ment and the good organisation of 
this book are six parts each of which 
consists of several chapters. 

The main divisions are: I. Account- 
ing Reports As a Source of Informa- 
tion . 11. The Two Most Important Ac- 
counting Reports and the Information 
Which They Contain. III. How therin- 
ion for the Reports Is Collected 
IV. How tbs Balance

Problems of Partnerships and Corpora- 
tions. VI. The Use of Information In 
the Various ActivKee of Business. 

There are three features of tola text 
which are of great value In making 
of It a teachable text: 

1. Balance sheet method of approach. 
2. Treatment of accounting aa a tool 
of management, without omitting prop- 
er consideration of bookkeeping tech- 
nique. 3. Relearning is unnecessary. 

Many features such as the Illustra- 
tions, diagrams and charts all worked 
In with the material are results of 
the three years’ work which Professor 
Owens haa put Into this book. 

Professor Owens has also done other 
work of Interest. In 1923 his book, "In- 
terest Rates and Stock Speculation,” 
was published. In this he collaborated 
with C. 0, Hardy. He haa alao drawn 
up a tax system chart for the Dlstrlot 
of Columbia used In "Federal and 
State Tax System.” Aside from these 
books, be haa written various articles 
for accounting magazines.

Baptists Offer Prizes 

For Approved Essays 


The Baptist Sunday Board, Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, offera a 3150 cash 
prize for the Baptist student In each 
state of the South who writes the most 
approved essay on the subject "For- 
eign Missions — The Present Crisis and 
a Future Program." Two extra South- 
wide prizes of $100 and $50 will be 
given for the first end second beet 
essays among those winning first 
awards in the various states. 

Conditions for the contest are as fol- 
lows: 1. The paper Is to be handed In 
on or before April 1, 1931; 2. It must 
consist of approximately 10,000 words 
and be typewritten on paper 8 by 11 
Inches (uniform letterhead size); 8. 
It mnst have the merits of a literary 
production; 4. It must reflect an ac- 
curate knowledge and analysis of the 
subject; 6. The contest Is limited to 
all Baptist students, candidates for 
an A. B. degree, or Its equivalent. In 
any four-year or Junior college. Stu- 
dents in all Baptist schools, tax-snp- 
ported, private schools, or otherwise, 
are eligible. 

In this contest the District of Colum- 
bia la to be considered aa a state, pro- 
vided that at least five contestants are 
entered from this ares.

Marvin Promises Speed In Build*

Ground will be broken for the ad- 
dition to the new Student Union Build- 
ing at 714 Twenty-first Street about 
February 1, according to President 
Marvin. Plans are now being drawn 
In the Division of Flue Arts for the 
structure which will he built on the 
aide and in the rear of the present 
building. 


According to Jo Howard, presi- 
dent of the Student Council, about 
$6,700.00 was pledged by the stu- 
dents of the University In the two 
days last week In which a canvass 
of the classes was mads by speakers 
from the Student Council and the 
Public Speaking Department. These 
pledges have been turned over to 
the Bursar’s office for collection 
with next semester's tuition. 


In ten days, therefore, the Drat defi- 
nitely visible piece of constructive 
work on the Union Building should be 
a reality. It Is alao promised by Prasl- . 
dent Marvin that all construction 
work will be completed and the build- 
ing furnished and ready for use no 
later than May 1. The same speed Is 
forecast as was demonstrated In the 
removal of the Engineering Labora- 
tory from the campus and; Its recon- 
struction on the southeast corner of 
Twenty-Ant and H Streets last Som- 
mer.

A medical school which holds mem- 
bership in the Association of American 
Medical Colleges. This Includes prac- 
tically all the medical schools In the 
United States and Canada. Only a 
few medical schools remain outside 
the association and those are not ac- 
credited, so that their diplomas are 
not recognised by most state boards of 
licensure. 

The tests will be given at George 
Washington at 8:00 p. m., on Friday, 
February 18th, in Corcoran Hall 29, 
under the Immediate supervision of 
Prof. F. A. Moss. About one hundred 
students are expected to take the test 

The plan for giving aptitude tests 
to all applicants for admission to med- 
ical schools was adopted by the As- 
sociation of American Medical Colleges 
at its annual meeting in Denver last 
October as the result of research car- 
ried on for two years with the coopera- 
tion of the medical schools of America 
under a special committee of the as- 
sociation, consisting of the following 
members: Torald Soli man, Western 
Reserve University, chairman; H. G. 
Weiskotten, Syracuse; Edward Koch, 
Buffalo; Beverly Douglas, Vanderbilt; 
and F. A. Moss, secretary and director 
of study. The results showed that the 
scores made by students on these tests, 
when correlated with the grades made 
afterward In medical schools, Indi- 
cated that the aptitude tests could be 
relied upon to prognosticate the future 
success of the medical students more 
accurately than any other single meth- 
od used heretofore In the selection of- 
such students. With the Increasing 
coat of medical education, the Increas- 
ing number of applicants and the lim- 
ited enrollment in the medical schools, 
the association decided that any meth- 
od, which would help Committees on 
Admission to select matriculants in 
such a way as to give promise of pre-

SELECT SCHOOL 
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STUDENT UNION SUGGESTIONS 


Now that the drive for the new Student Union Building is 
under way it will not be amiss to begin to consider seriously the 
question of just what the building should contain in the way of 
equipment and furnishings. 

From various sources have come suggestions which The 
Hatchet regards as valuable. Though not specifically mentioned 
in the ■'prospectus” of the building the idea of a cooperative book- 
store inunediately presents itself when one is considering possi- 
bilities. Such an establishment, which could be run In connection 
with other business enterprises in the building, could furnish both 
new and used textbooks to the students at considerable saving 
of time, trouble and money, and would also offer a place for the 
disposal of texts by students who had no further use for them. 

The store could conceivably be run by University students 
who might thus augment their income or exchange their services 
for tuition. 

From a member of the faculty has come the suggestion that 
several tiers of lockers he installed in the basement of the building 
which could be rented by the students for a nominal sum. It is 
not anticipated that all students would want to make use of such 
privileges and therefore there is no question of having to install 
6,000 lockers, but a reasonable number of them would be of great 
convenience to those students who do not have a place to deposit 
belongings. 

Professor Yeager and the Public Speaking Department sug- 
gest that a movable stage be installed at one end of the ballroom, 
which could be used for dramatic presentations. Such equipment 
would fill a great gap in the facilities of the University. 

These various suggestions would all help to make our new 
addition a complete student union.
